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Mr. Goscuen in his nddress delivered 
before the Institute of Baukers in April 
lust, on the probable results of au ins 
crease in the purchasing power of gold, 
drew attention to the great fall there 
had. occurred in tho value of many 
stnplo articles of consumption, With. 
vut coming to any definite conclusion 
as to the effect which the withdrawal 
of tivo lmudred millions of gold—the 
amount he computed to have been taken 
by Germany, the United States and 
Tinly, and applied “to purposes ~for 
which ten or fourteen yoars ago it was 
uot necessary (0 apply it,"—he yet 
attributes to that movement of gold 
much of the fall he shows to have 
twken pluce in the prodace markets at 
home. We inay say hero that it sovms. 
fo have heen made evident by other 
writers that Mr. Gosehen seriously 
over-eatimated this shitting of gold, 
Instead of two hundred millions it 
appears that the amount taken by 
the countries wo have named did not 
exoced £130,000,000 to £140,000,000, 
A was pointed out in answers 
which appeared to Mr. Goschen’s paper 
that the prices, those of 1872, which he 
compared with those of Inst year, were 
considerably inflated, ‘Lhe termina- 
tion of tho Franco-German war caused 

xpeeulativo period to set in, in almost 
all kinds of business, ‘Then, again, for 
some yenrs past there has beon a largo 
inorense in tho capital embarked in all 
descriptions of commerce, aud a conse- 
quent diminution in the employment 
of credit, ‘his always has a direct 
tendency to dimiuish profits; and this 
has, no doubt, been the caso in foreign * 
and domestic trade, with the effoot of 
lessening the markot prices of commoe 
dities, In'the Eastern and the Ameri- 
can trade, there can be no doubt, there 
's more hard cash employed in business 
uow-a-daysthanthere ever was before, It 
may not be the merchant’s cash, but that 
of intermediaries, baukers and othere, 
who in their turn have mach larger 
means at their disposal than in former 
times. It may also be pointed out that 
among the ‘minor canses working 
towards lower prices of the ordinary 
| commodities of life, co-operative stores 
| mast bave had a considerable effect,

their prices, and this has told upon tho 
wholesale prodace markets, ‘The bad 
harveats,also, with theindifferent trade of 
the last fow years, must linve forced mans 
people to be economical, Another 
ennse of the reduced values of most 
articles, and probably one of the most 
powerfal, has been the decrease in 
speculation which the opening of the 
Saez Canal, and rapid commanicntion 
Detween different parts of the world, 
has brought about. It is very rarely 
nowen-days that in the articles of export 
from Chinn to Bugland any considerable 
speculation occurs at home. If a 
speculative fooling shows itself in tho 
silk market it Insts ouly for a short 
time, In tea, the old axiom, that, como 
whit might, ono year in every three 
must be a splendid one for foreigners, 
is no longer believed in, 

‘Phe question discussed by Mr. Gos- 
chon has recently again attracted atten. 
tion at home, in discussions on the 
Appreciation of gold that have appear- 
ed in some of the London newe- 
papers. Into that question we do not 
now propose to enter. But there is 
one point which deserves considera. 
tion when estimating the general fall 
that has tnken place in values. It 
would have been very instractive 
and interesting had some writer com. 
piled: and published the prices of the 
various articles in the place of their 
export to Europe, at the two periods 
when Mr, Gusohon epmpares their value 
in London. IE the prices of such arti- 
cles ns sugar, coffee, jute and sultpet 
all of which show a very heavy de 
in price in Mr. Gosoben’s tables, have 
fallon in the countries where they are 
chiefly produced, as much ag tea and silie 
havein China,a great deal of the dimina- 
tion in value in England will bave been 
explainéd. In 1873 the price of com- 
moti Congous in Shanghai was from 
80 to 35 por cent., higher than in 1882 ; 
taking the qnotations current encly in 
the season, Exchange waa also about. 
15 por cont higher in the former yenr, 
while freights were £4 per ton as 
against £3. The same difference in 
prices appears, wo think, in all grades 
of ten, except the very finest, for which 
there is 60 much-competition among 
buyors for Russia, Now, Mr. Goschen 
quotes the value of sound common 
Congou in London in 1873 at 1144. 
por Ib. and in 1883 at 54 per Ib., the 
decline being just about the difference 
between first cost in China, exchange 
and freight. ‘lo these there is pro. 
bably to be added the saving from the 
more“ economical modes of doing busi- 
ness in China that have been adopted 
of lute years, These enable merchants 
to trade ata profit upon terms that in 
former times would have left a loss. 
And lowers the cost of tea to the 
consumers. ‘Ihe quotationa for silk at 
the two periods 1873 aud 1881 given 
by Mr. Goschen do not enable us to 
identify any particulnr clasa of silk ax 
instanced by him, aud ho probably did 
not referto Chinasilk, In 1871 theopen- 
ing price of new sensou’s No, 4 Tsatlees 


























was Taels 460 to 470 per pieul, with 
exchange at G/ld, per tacl, In 1881 
Chinese speculators came early into 
the market and foreed up prices, but 
the opening value of the sume qualities 
ilk would be about ‘Tacls 380 per 
picu!, with exohange abont 5s, 24d. 
per tacl. Freights had also declined, 
aud as charges liad deorensed, the laying 
down cost in Europe of silk was about 
30 per cont less than ten years before. 
So far as foreign exportersare concerned 
the results of trading in ten and sillc 
ten or twelve years ago and to-day do 
not differ much, if at all. Produce is 
now bought at prices nearer to those 
that are known to bo raling in Europe 
Un was the case formerly. About 
1871 aud 1872 buyers here generally 
gave 2s. per pound for silk over tho 
Inst received London quotations; but 
that is very soldom done uow-n-duys 
‘The price here of raw sugar, which 
is almost entirely consumed by the 
Chinese in the north, has declined 
abont twenty per ceut, since 1872, no 
doubt owing to tho redactions that 
lave been mndo in charges of transport 
etc. And it is highly probable, we 
thiuk, that most imports of food used 
by the uatives would be found to be 
cheaper now to about the same extent, 

We should not be surprised if an 
examination into the former and receut 
values of produce in the countries from 
which it is shipped to England dis. 
olosed something like the same decrenso 
as our own articles show. Evouomy in 
conducting busivess las also become 
general. Many intermediaries who 
formerly lived apon commorco are now 
dispensed with. Mr, Guschen said that 
le had been told that direct transac. 
tious between producors and consumers 
were now much moOre common than 
formerly. That is not the case in 
China; aud we think that the class 
who have suffered most from the fail 
in the value of export have beeu 
the middle-men, ‘The country people 
have no doubt had to accept lower 
prices uf late yonrs, but, ay the re- 
ports of the Customs Commissioners 
lave from time to time showed us, 
they have managed generally to get 
more for their goods than these could 
be sold for to foreiguors. Mung of the 
Chinese middle-meu have beeu rained 
of lute years because of the high prices 
they were obliged to give in the country 
for ten and silk, in order tu oarry ou 
their business.

CHINESE WOMEN OF RENOWN. 


Ip any of onr renders have over at- 
tempted to write down the names of 
the hun moat celebrated women in 
the world, they have probably found 
tho task a harder ono than they exe 
pected, The Bible furnishes a few— 
Eve, the Virgin Mary, Deborah the 
Propheters, and perhaps half a dozen 
more. Greek and Roman history i 
of course, tolerably well supplied ; 
English history makes a fair show, be- 
giuning with Guinevere and Bondices 
down to her present Majesty. But 
even extending one's range of obserea- 
tion outside the limits of history, aud 
including the names of those women 
who in our own day or in comparatively 
recent times have made themselves 
celebrated in literature or science, it 
astonishing how mach more difficulty 
there is in completing the list than 
would be imagined at the outset, Per. 
sone who in China, however, and 
are ever so slightly acquainted with 
Chinese history, will find themeely 
at aconsidernble advantage, ‘he f 
malo sex appears to have revenged 
itself for the slight esteem in which 
it is held by the Chinese, by produc. 
ing a few very remarkable women ; 
women who havo held their own 
for years against councillors aud state 
men, who hive competed success 
fally for fame in the path of literature, 
and whose names have been handed 
down from early ages to the admiration 
of our contemporaries, Chinn has pro- 
bably nover had a sternor or more iron. 
handed monarch thau the Empress Wu; 
a woman 80 wicked, so implacable, so 
remorseless, as almost to suggest double 
of hor entire sanity, but ab the samo 
lime of such extraordinary atrongth of 
will as to have usurped the Throne and 
tuled an unwilling people for more 
than twenty years, Among the fumons 
literates of China the uame of the Lady 
Pan Chao, the author of ‘Lessons for 
the Female Sex,’ stands as high as that, 
of Maria dgeworth with us, ‘The 
two Dowagers of the Emperor Hsien 
Feng also deserve a place in the 
scroll of honour ; uot because we think 
thom particularly beueficont or ene 
lightened rulers, but simply because they 
will go down Lo posterity as having 
guided the grent ship of state with 
tolerable safety during long term of 
very troublous years, But periaps the 
most celebrated woman of all, in Chinese 
estimation, is the venerable lady who 

known as Méng Mu—the Mother of 
Mencius. It seems a little curions that 
we should hear so comparatively little 
about the Mother of the earlier and 
more famous sage. It is known that 
Mrs, K'ang was a vory young woman 
when sho married the father of Oonfu- 
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of bearing him a son, she went one day 
to a neighbouring temple, burnt incense, 
and prayed in the usual form, On 
returning to her house, she was met 
by a ch'i-lin, « fubalous animal aniting 
the characteristics of the unicorn, the 
door, and the ox, and snjposed to be 
the incarnate essence of the five primor- 
dinl elements; and by this she kuew 
that her prayer was answered, Little 
more is known of her than thia; her 
‘fimo, if sho ever Ind any, appears 
to have beon swallowed up in that 
of her illustrious son. It was differ- 
ent with Moncins, His high character 
iversally attributed to the wise 
truction “and exceptional character 
is mother, who was never tired of 
ng lessons of the highest value 
pou his mind, both by precept and by 
example.

trioas predeceasor. ‘hore is great 
jom of thought, grenter liberal 
iow, less bondage to antiqnily, 
tho works of the Second Sage than in 
those of Confucius, As was well re- 
marked by a speuker at tho Inte meeting 
in Peking, wheu Herr Arendt of the 
Gorman Legation read a paper on this 
aubject, the mother of Mencius had 
exercised a double influence—through 
horaelf, and throngh lor greater son. 
‘Tho strange thing is Liat while 
trne C would cordially 
with this opinion, and join in praisin, 
the virtues of the ancient Indy, so little 
is done in China to elevnte the posi 
of women generally, It seems as 
though the men were afraid of being 
outshone by theie own wives, and 
actually found it necessary to repress 
and'restrict the play of their natural 
talents in every possible way. We aro 
told that in former times when a woman 
give birth to'a girl sho Iny under the 
bed on the bricks for three days in 
token of hamiliation ; that according 
to a popular proverb the absence of 
taleut rauks asa virtue iu women ; and 






























that the whole duty of woman is to 
bear and bring up children, and imuke 
herself the slave of her husband and 
her parents-in-law. Chinese women, 
generully spenking, are not famous for 
their intellectual ability, though they 
are frequently clever enongh to prove a 
match for their husbands in the affairs 
of domestic life. China has produced 
comparatively few famous women, pro- 
perly so called. But considering the 
disad eantages under which they Inbour, 
it is noteworthy that there have been 
ag inany as is actually tho case; and 
we seo no reason for doubting that if 
ever tho blessings of education in. tho 
true senso of the word are spread over 
the length and breadth of China, the 
men will at least linve something to do 
in order to retain their intellectual su- 
premncy over their wives and daughters. 











‘TEA-DRINEING. 


Crarst for boys, port for men, aud 
brandy for heroes, is an aphorism often 
quoted, and very frequently abused. 
Indeed the fet that it was coined by 
one who wns the greatest tea-drinker 
of his day onght of itself to strip it of 
all protensions to veracily. Iu tho Grst 
place, there are few boys, we should 
say, who enn appreciate good claret, 
the gonorality of the immature vastly 
preferring a nice, thick, syrapy, port. 
And we are glad to think that there are 
not many heroes in the true sense of 
the word who regard brandy as their 
favourite beverage. Cortain it is that 
a confirmed brandy drinker is about as 
far removed from the heroic as any 
type we know; and if a dose of the 
strong spirit bas the power of producing 
@ certain amount of pluck upon au 
unaccustomed brain, the effect is at 
best evanescent, and the pluck itself 
only that inferior description kuown as 
Datch courage, 

Now whether it be that Temperance 
Teetotal Associations are really 
beginning to leaven the population of 
England, or that the distinction of a 
Blue Ribbon is becoming gonerully 
coveted, there seems uo doubt that 
many people who formerly drank wine 
drink it now no longer. This is, no 
doubt, a good sign so far, But it 
is to be regretted that, in practice at 
any rate, the word ‘Lemperance is 
understood as applying simply to alco- 
lolie drinks, aud that a serious amount 
of intemperance is observable in driuks 
which contain other properties al- 
most as deleterious. It is said that 
the amount of tea that some people 
will swallow is something absolutely 
frightening. Of course tea is uot in- 
toxieating in the popular sense of the 
word, but it is exceedingly hurtful if 
taken in Inrge quantities by persons of 
‘A nervous dispositi We believe that 
strong green ten is neither better nor 
worse than a slow poison, and that 
excessive indulgence in it is almost as 
bad for the eystem as dram-dri 
chloralism. A terrible picture ix given 
of its effects in oue of Dr. Dorau’s 









































earlier works, Au unbuppy clergy- 
nian, whose brain has become diseased 
by long addiction to this drag—for 
such it is—during his houra of study, 
is represented as tho victim of a horrible 
hallugination which never leaves hin, 
against which hestrugglesaudstrivesand 
prays, and which eventually drives him 
tocut his throat, ‘The author of ‘Study 
and Stimulants’? quotes the Dean of 
Bangor to the effect that (en-drinking, 
by destroying the culmueas of the nerves, 
is acting as a dangorous revolutionary 
foree, and has erented a generation of 
nervous, discontonted people who are 
for ever complaining of the existing.

apathy of the representative son of 
Han ean bear a good deal of exciting 
influence without getting very much 
excited.. It is different with the niore 
delicntely organised European, upon 
whose uerves the puison of strong tea 
is often seen to work such havoc, A 
curious experiment has been made re- 
cently by an American doctor of its 
effects upon animals, “He boiled 
down a pound of young hyson from a 
quart to balf a pint, teu drops of which 
killed a rabbit three months old; when 
boiled down to a gill, eight drops killed 
ncat of the samo ago in a few minutes, 
Most tea-drinkers use [each] not lesa 
than a pound in threo month 
pound of byson contains poison enough 
ill, according to the above expe 
mont, more than 17,000 rabbits; and if 
boiled down to n gill it contains poison 
enongh to kill L0,860 cats in the same 
time.” But it scarcely needed these 
teats to prove the poisonons unture of 
tea when drank too strong and in too 
lurge quantities, ‘These are facts within 
the knowledge, if not the exporience, 
of every man; and tho prevailing over- 
indulgence in the use of ten at the pro-, 
sent time is, we believe, a prolific cause 
of disease. It is even possible that 
much of the high.strung nervousness 
and exaltation which characteries the 
orgies of the Salvation Army is das 
to the deleterious‘ effects upon tho 
nerves of the enormous quantities of tea 
consumed by General Booth ‘and all his 
followers. We rend a grent deal about 
the trembling Laid and general dis. 
quiet observable in those who indulge 
too lavishly in tobacco; but we doubt 
whether the ravages even of the fragrant 
weed are much greater than those “of 
the cheering cup. Tho spread of 
nervous disease in civilised communi- 
ties is a fact which cannot be de. 
nied, and which we believe may bo 
accounted for to a very grent extent by 
the growing consumption of strong tea,

puuity. The severest tests, we are 
told, have failed to prove that tea 
is injarious to bodily vigour. The 
slight excitemout of the uerves pro- 
Auced by it uuder such conditions—the 
pleasurable irritation, so to speak, whiok 
ia go exhilarating—fuds at once its 
remedy and its gratification in tho 
vigorous exercise it prompts. If tea 
is a slow poison to the man of sedentary 
habits and nervous brain, it ia a whole- 
some rofresher to the strongly knit 
body of tho man who lives in the open 
air. No trae pedestrian despises hard- 
boiled eggs aud cold ten as a menus of 
sustaining nature, and here it will be 
found o most valuable eubstitute for 
the brandy Bask, 

















‘THE MOTHER OF MENGIUS, 
ieee 

(FROM OUR PEKING CORRESPONDENT.) 

A paper on the above subject was roi 
lntely beforo the Peking Missionary Anso- 
ciation, by Mr. C. Arendt, of the Germau 
Legatiou.

organization, As you know, the Hougkony, 
police is composed of Europeans, Sikhs oud 
Chinese, aud L must say the whole force is 
by far superior to that of Shanghai. ‘Thy 
Kuropeaus of course are able mon who dare 
to do their duty ; they face danger, aud are 
good disciplinarians. ‘The Siklis get along 
very well with the Chinese, and ate by no 
means rough, as was charged upon them 
by some ratepayers at the last meeting, 
‘Yney do their work effectually in keepin 
order on the strevts aud putting down di 
turbances. ‘They can talka little Chines 
they learu the language faster than Europ- 
caus, aud they pick up some English tov. 
‘Tho nativo police when compared with the 
anghai Chinese are really admirable, 
They do not carry their heade up aud 
flourish their clubs as if ready to strike 
on the slightest provocation.

Although no astive operations against 
Sontai aud Bachnink have yet been under- 
taken, two or three expeditions have re- 
cently left here for various points. A force 
of G00 men, mostly naval brigade, and 
the gunboat ‘Leopard, were despatched on 
or about the 21st to Hai-duong, to operate 
against the Chinese who attacked that post 
fon the 18h inst., aud have not yot re- 
turned. ‘The unexpected appearance there 
ofa atrong Chineso force seems to have 
opened the eyes of tho authori 
existence of communication in that pro- 
vince between the Chinese and the Anuam- 
ite partisans, and, as a consequence, a 
force of one company of infantry aud a 
gtinboat was sent to Hong-yen, a town 
and citadel at tho junction of the Thai- 
binh canal and the Red River, and only 
about five miles from the amall post e 
tablished at Bamboo village. ‘The citadel 
was taken entirely by surprise, and was 
found manned by both Chinese and An- 
namites. ‘he capture was of considerable 
consequence, as among the prisoners who 
fell into the hands of the French were the 
two Annamite military mandarius in charge 
of the province of Hong-yen aud Hoi- 
Auong, as well as a quantity of treasure, 
silver bara aud cash, amounting to $19,000 
or $20,000, which was on its way from Hud 
to Bachninh to bo paid to the Chineso allies 
of the recalcitrant King of Anuam, Several 
detachments have also bee sent out 
lately on reconnaisance expeditions in the 
direction uf Soutai and Bacninh, but uo 
engagement has taken plice. It is be- 
Jieved in well-informed circles that there 
are at present fully 26,000 Chinese iri S 
tai and Lachninl, 9,000 of whom are said 
to have arrived recently, but it is now ex- 
treniely difficult to obtain any reliable data 
from these places, particularly since the 
disbandment of the Yellow Flags, while 
there is 10 dows that the Chineso residents 
in Hanoi keep their friends well posted in 
the movements of the French troops.—

SZECIIUES AND THE YANGTSZE VALLEY, 

At tho last meeting of the China Branch 
of tho Royal Asiatic Society, Mr. A. J. 
Little renil an interesting collection of 
notes which he had mado on tho subject of 
the goological features of the Yangtszo 
Valley, and on that of his recent journey to 
Szechuon. After giving a very valuable 
scientific description of the course of the 
Yangtsze and tho geological features of its 
Danks, he proceedud with tho description 
of his journey. Arriving at Hankow in 
the winter, he found himself dependent on 
native menus of transport to Totang. Ho 
found on enquiry that in that month, 
February, jnnks ofien occupied fivi 
six weeks in the ascent, having to wait for 
a fair wind to take them through each of the 
many winding reaches which meander 




















through tho Hupeh plain. But only heavy 
goods take thisronte, A short entacross the 
lakes to the north of the river, which ex- 
tends from the banks of the Hau to above 
Shasze, ie used fur all light traftic. This 
route begins in a creek, the mouth of 
which is situated at a place called Kin- 
kow. The creek by which the lakes are 
entered, and which Mr. Little calls a 
creek advisedly, alth it isknown to the 
natives as the Chang ho, or Long River, 
is one of those peciliac chanuels which 
exist throughout the whole of the lower 





























division of the Yanztszo valley. Their 
peculiarity consists uf their being effluents 
in summer and aflluents in winter. At ono 


season they drain off the surplus water 
which they have conveyed inland in the 
other, taking the eand-inden water up and 
returning it pure. ‘Lhe Yangtsze being at 
its lowest, they found. the water running 
out through a narrow el between 
igh mud-banks, in a six knot current, 
‘They tracked up, with three mon, in the 
snail, flat-bottomed boat they had hired 
for the trip, with great difficulty. It took 
a week to crawl up this desolate stream, 
the length of which Mr. Little estimates at 
sixty to sorenty miles. Another weok was 
spent in traversing the lakes, which con 
of a atring of shaliow lagoons, from two to 
ten miles across, connected together by 
embanked chavnels, on and behind 
which tho mi jw-looking towns and 
villages of the poverty-atricken province 
aro built. ‘The lakes wore entirely covered 
with the chiao-pai, a jointed water-plant, 
with celery-like routs, Millions of water: 
fowl have here their winter home, different 
sections of the lake country being pa 
colled out amongat the fowlers, who make 
business of netting them, "These men 
pay a fixed tax for the privilege, and 
are very jealous of foreign sportemen, 
Arriving at Shaszs, the population fully 
maintained their character of barbaria 
compelling *Dbraves,” by saluting Mr. 
Little with the reglementary brickbat, 
which ceeme always rendy to hand in much 
places. Ho paid $6 for a boat from 
Uankow to Shaeza, with three men, 
$16 for another from Shasze to Ci 



































































miles, Shasze is the natural meoting-point 
Of the navigation of the upper aud lower 
rivers, and it has thus become the transit 
station and great inland shipping emporium 
for the interchange of Western produce, or 
“chuen-ho,” i from  Szechuen, 
with the cotton, piece-goods and sea: 
products of the’ plain and coasts, The 
Chinese speak of 
Hankow as the “kow,” and Shanghai 
as tho “hsien,” par excellence, of the em- 
pire. There is wo doubt that, under pre- 
sent circumstances, the opening of this 
port to foreign trade, in lien of Ichavg, 
would have been productive of far better 































results, although possibly, with steame 
through Szechuen, a contingeney 
iy contemplated by the advocates 








of Ichang (but who, Mr. Little is convinced, 
cannot have visited che place themselves} 
a trausier of the trade to the latter port 
may in time be effected. Tchang itself 
pattern specimen of the dirt, decay 
mnisery of almost every inland town (always 
excepting Szochuen) fy which the revivify- 
ing influence of foreign contact, direct or 
or indirect, is wanting.

goods by steamers is pormitted there under 
the new Customs regulations, promulgated 
for that object in 1877. But so many dif- 
ficulties are connected with the worl of 
these regulations that thus far the China 
Merchants’ Go, has found it impossible to 
avail of the privilege, ‘The distance from 
Shaszo to Ichang is eighty-three nautical 
miles, and it took Mr. Little three days to 
accomplish it. Ou the morning of tho 
second day, the river changed its character, 
and from a’huge diteh, with perpendicular 
walls of erumbii mud, became the sem- 
blanco of what is usually understood by a 
river in England. Ou the third day, they 
coasted under a veritable elif forty feet 
high, ‘Ten miles before reaching Ichang, 
they passed throngh the Tiger Teeth Gorge, 
which has vertical walls about 200 feet 
high, with stoop hills rising some five 
hundred feet higher. After spending 
two days at Ichang enjoying the hos. 
pitality of the geuint Uommisioner of 
Customs, Mr. Little proceeded on his way, 
up the gorges proper, the first being the 
Ichang gorge, or Ini ling hsia, At the 
entrance of the gorge you go down a narrow 
water alley, with walla of limestone rising 
to pinnacles of 3,000 feet on either 
side, ‘Through this gate, which is about 
400 yards wide, the whole body of water 
from Szechuen and the country beyond 
pours forth into the lake-like expanse 
below. ‘The contrast is inexpressibly grand, 
Suddenly ono Ieaves tho brawling rapid 
and finds a still deep curceut, flowing, with 
majestic slowness, Uirough 'a botwumless 
chasm without a’ ripple on fac 5 
and the gloom and tho dead silence add 
immeasurably to the grandeur of the so 
‘Th ntrance into this gorge produces 
au impression such as one never forgets, 
It took Mr. Little sixty-four days to get 
from Hankow to Chungking, the contrast 
being very marked as they went from the 
poor, sterile country into the great plateau 
of Szechuon, and the weathor getting warmer 
as thoy got west, till in March it was like full 
summer weathor. At somo points in the 
rapids tho rocks were coversd with skeletons 
of boats, and it was evident that the loss 
niust be enormous—the © said ono

With regard to steamboats, the 
oomed very anxious to 
k Mr.’ Little that 
if in tho three bad rapids they had chains 
or iron ropes Jaid down, something like 
thoso on the Rhine, a steamer could wind it- 
self up vory comfortably, aud steam the rest 
of the distance. ‘hore was plenty of water, 
and all that would be required would bo & 
good pilot. Still, it was a risky business, 
and Mr, Little supposed that no foreigner 
would ever venture to do it; but that the 
Chinese would have to do it themaclves, 
Mr. Little found the people of Szechuen 
ingly hospitable to foreigners, and 
anxious for the introduction of foreign in- 
entions; but he was rathec surprised to 
outside the town an imposing stone 
proclamation, dating from tho first year 
of tho present Emperor's reign, surround 
ed Ly @ pavilion, and stating that 
whereas certain evil-disposed persons, for 
gains, had quarried 
nto the hill aud so disturbed the ground 
influences and cut the sorpent’s neck, the 
graduates had consequently failed to got 
any degrees, ‘There would always “bo . 
difieulties of this kind to contend with, Mr, 
Little concluded with a description of the 
val mines in Hupei and Hunan. Most 
of them aro like rabbit holes—threo fect 
high, in which miserable children are 
employed, and from which a miserable 
sort of coal is obtained, But thero is one 
fine mine to tho north-west of Changk' 
Iv is situated 1,000 or 1,500 feet above whe 
level of the river.

October 4th.—A Memorial from the 
Governor of Kinngsi aud the Literary 
Chancellor of that province reporting the 
stops they have takon in obedience to Im- 
perial Decree to put down the practice of 
of female infanticide, Some two months 
ago they wero informed by the Grand 
Council that His Majesty had issued a 
Deorow referring to the Memorialists « 
Memorial from Wang Pang-hsi, an Expo: 
sitor of the Han-lin Yuan, who hnd called 
attention to the success which had attended 
tho efforts of a previous Literary Chancellor 
for tho auppression of the crime of female 
infanticide. While admitting that this 
crime is inhuman, and subversive of avcial 
morality in uo auall degree, the Memori 
aliats submit that the charactor of their 
province stands higher in regard than that 
of othr provinces. In obedience to earlier 
instructions from His Majesty on this sub- 
ject, orders were given to the local authori- 
ties’ to exhort the notables and gentry 
to devote their attention to the sup- 
reasion of the crime in thoir immed 
into vicinity, their efforts buing aup- 
ported by tio educational officers, who hnd 
orders to compile aud publish short rules 
upon the subject. During tho past fow 
oars foundling societies have been ory 
Tred in each department or disteict on 
scale commensurate with theie respective 
wants or capabilities, and these have not 
iled to be effective ; but it has none the 
less to bo admitted that the success was 
only partial in many instances, and the

‘THE RECENT ATMOSPHERIC PHENOME: 
To the Bditor of the 
Norru-Cuisa Dany News. 
Sm,—You have asked me my opinion 
upon the cause of the phenowena of light 
which everybody has been able to witness 














both \d evening for the last two 
months, Ic is in fact since the first days 








of October that my attention has been 
attracted by the remarkably intense red 
colyurs with which the western sky has been 
arrayed after sunaet, and you may remem 
ber that the first appearance of this beau- 
tiful phenomenon at Fouchow led to the 
belief chat it ar fr mnie vaat cone 
flagration. Red was wut the ouly colour 
which illuminated the atmosphere; the 
most diverse hues sneceeded each other, 
as, generally speaking, in the order of 
spectral colours, red appears the fiest in the 
y and disappears the last at night. 
phenomenon was particularly remack- 
able in that the illuminati if the sky in 
the morning began a considerable time 
before the urdinary moment of dawn, aud 
in the evening lasted a long time after the 
ilight. Another peculiarity not 

was that the Sun, on rising 
setting, presented a dise ‘of dazzling 
whiteness ; the sky nearest the horizon was 
of the same tint, while towards the zenith 
the firmament was lightly washed with 
purplish violet. ‘Theso phenomena wero 
visible every morning and evouin 
ever may lave beet the atmospherical 
conditions, and it was not diflicult to 
discern their presence behind the thick eue- 
tain of clouds which so often y. 
firmament during the month of November. 

‘The most obvious explanation that could 
be given of the phenomena of colour thus 
observed was to attribute them to the 
presence of watery vapours in the hig 
regions of the air; and in the fre: 
typhoons of the past un wo had the 
mechanical agent by which these vaponrs 
would have been raised and transported a 
long dista But the ocenrrences were 
tov cunatant, tov persistent, in spite of 
the changes ‘of weather, aud still more 
the whiteness of the sun's dise at the hori- 
zm presented tuo great a contrast to the 
intense colouring that had preceded its rise 
and followed its setti to allow of this 
explanation being sustained. 

Upon thes intervals, the scientific 
journals of Europe (Nature, Lith and 18th 
October) informed me that absolutely 
similar phenomena had been observed since 
the middie of September iu Ludia, especially 

that popular’ credulity 
recognised in them prognostics of a famine ; 
just as, in China, they aro regarded as 
Presaging war. ‘The explanation of the 
phenomena given by the sacants of the 
country was at first identical with that I 
have just quoted ; but soon it appeared 
insuflicient, aud they fell back upon the 
indrs proceeding from the great eruption 
in Java, which might have been carried 
along by the hisher aerial currents. But 
the cinders thrown out in August will not 
explain what we have observed here 
October and November ; besides, even in 
India, the phenomenon continued to the 
end of October, according tu letters which 
came from Calcutta by the last mail. More- 
over, America herself participated in the 
spectacle ; for, under date of the 2nd Sep- 
tember, a letter appeared from Trinidad 
in the Times stating that during the

the red colouring of the sky. Hore then 
we have the sume phenomenon showing 
itself either successively or more probably 
at the same time in three countries all fur 
distant f e-another—India, China, 
and the Gulf of Mexico; we may almost 
conclude that it was general, at least as 
regards the whole of a pretty large zone, 
aud including the tropics, 

Is it, then, not reasonable to ecek out- 
side our own globe for the eins of these 
strang occurrences? For, how ean we 
admit that the same atmospheric conditions 
are able to ocenr at the same tine in places 
so far apart? So much the mere as these 
conditions themselves do not seem to ex- 

equally well all the phases of tho 
phenomenon, But, if it is necessury to 
leave the Karth in our quest, what aro 
wo likely to meet, in Space, that can give 
rise to the fucts that have boon observed ? 
Evidentiy it can scarcely be anything but 
mayses of gaseous particles, perhaps oven 
solid particlos, sufliviently diffused not to 
sonsibly obscure the lightof day, but expable 
of reflecting, ref and dispersing the 
solar light at pretty large angles, and finally 
imtermixed with our own atinosphore in 
such a way as that the direct rays uf tho 
sun at the horizon, ng us sifted and 
rellected a thousand times through a tick 
stratum of these particles, acquired a radie 
ance as thouzh of silver. 

Ayain, [sve nothing bat the 
losity known as the Zdincal Light, or ® 
mass of cosinic dust encountered by the 
Earth in her revolution round the Sun, 
that could prosent these conditions, By & 

unknown to us, the solar 

nobulosity which ac this tine of year enver 
lopes our globe aud extends to i consider- 
able distance, might have experienced a 
le increase of density ; aud aa its 

plaue blends with that of the ecliptic, it is 
evidently in a zone in the neighbourhood 
of the Equator that the inaximum of the 
consequent phenomena should have been 
observed. ‘These modifications in the solar 
nebulosity may depend upon the moditica- 
cations occurring in the body of the Sun, 
sither on its surface or in its immensy 
atmosphere. As regards the supposed 
meeting of the Earth with a mass of cosmic 
dust, there is nothing more natural ; suck 
masses are by wo means lacking in the 
Universo; uebw'e are innumerable, and 
according to a must ingenious theory of the 
Tudian astronomer Schiaparelii, a comet 
1 has disappeared and conse to exist

its former orbit is syn. Ono 
may thus form some idea of the magnitude 
of the supposed mass whieh the Earth would 
have had to pass through during theso 
theee months uf September, October, aud 
November,—(the strange phenomena obser- 
ved in the evening aud the morning appear 
to have ceased with the beginning of Di 
cember). We know that the Earth in its 
revolution round the Sun makes 20,5 kilo- 
metres a sccond, or 2,548,800 kilometres a 
day ; if the duration of the phenomena was 
about eighty-ei ys, the Barth will havo 
ade 224,294,400 kilometres through Uis 
mass of cosmic dust, aud this would be the 
tent of its densest portions, ‘This again 
mall thing compared with the dimen- 
sious of some nebulw. It is, no doubt, to 
an encounter of this sort that we must 
attribute the dry mist observed in 1783 in 
Europe, Africa aud America. This mist 
certainly possexsed a fooble light of its 
own, forat midnight it distinetly illumined 
objects more than 200 kilometres off. ‘Tho 
mist of 1831, which excited so much public 
attention in the four quarters of the globo, 
had a strong resemblance to that of 1783, 
and was the cause of sevoral of the phono: 
mewta obserred during 1883, although this 
year, the cosmic dust in question, —even 
allowing that it is the cause of what has 
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deon witnessed here in China, and also in 
India and America—has not been dense 
enouzh to partially obseure the sun ; 
was the case in the two former instances. 
We will say in conclusion, that from 1783 
to 1831 is 43 years, from 1831 to 1883 52 
yeas, ‘hese two unmbers are sulticiently 
alike to justify us in asking whether these 
threo phenomona may not be produced by 
ong aud the samo eau which makes its 
appearance periodically, or nearly 
‘These, Sur, are nenbrations on which I 
do not ask you to place tov mneh faith, 
‘They are conjectures which no doubt have 
some probability, but they aro coujuctures 
notwithstanding, and it may be that the 
phenomenon is simpler than we think,
